Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see P.7, filed 12/05/08, with respect to claims 1 ,41 ,85 and 98 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims has 
been withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 ,41-45 and 85-93 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1 , lines 15-16, recites "...a zero to obtain a modified result ...". It appears this 
should refer back to "a first modified result" in line 6. 

In claim 41 , line 3, should be changed to "means for despreading the received 
signal". 

In regards to claim 85, in line 14, the claim recites "storing ... said nth fast...", which 
should recite such as "storing. ... nth fast...". Furthermore, "n" should be 
defined as "wherein n is a number of fast Walsh transforms performed". Also see 
claim 88, line 2, "... said (n-1th)..", wherein similar change should be amended as 
applied to claim 85. 

Appropriate correction is required.
